As one makes the ascent of the 


Andes from the Pacific port of Mol- 
lendo, Peru, following the line of the 
Southern of Peru Kailway, the climb 
to the divide is broken by two great 
steps or widespreading shelves of des- 
ert or paiupa. 


On the first of these steps, about 


two hours' steep climb from the sea, 
and at an altitude of from four thou- 
sand to five thousand feet, are located 
the famous drifting sand hills of Peru.

Field mice are very destructive to 


fruit trees this year and do not over- 
look some ornamental 
trees. The 


mice can be poisoned by cutting ap- 
ples into pieces abont an inch square 
and placing a small amount of pow- 
dered strychnine in each piece. 


Poisoned wheat can also be used to 


kill mice. Bailey gives the following 
formula: Scr>ld five quarts of clean 
wheat and drain. Take two-thirds of 
a cupful of -white sugar, dissolve with 
sufficient water to make a syrup, add 
powdered strychnine, stir thoroughly 
until a thin paste is formed. 
Pour 


this on the damp wheat. Stir thorough- 
ly for at least fifteen minutes. Add 
one pint of powdered sugar, stir; add 
five to ten drops of rhodium and the 
same quantity of oil of aniseed. Scat- 
ter where the mice are troublesome. 


Washing the trunks of trees in 


mild weather with lime wash in which 
is placed paris green, sulphur and 
tobacco dust will usually keep rabbits 
and mice away.

had dug out of its hiding place. It is 
estimated that, due to the disturbed 
political conditions and lack of ade­

Poisoning Field Mice. 


Field mice are very destructive to 
fruit trees this year and do not over­ 
look some ornamental 
trees. 
The 
mice can be poisoned by cutting ap* 
pies into pieces about an inch square 
and placing a small amount of pow­ 
dered strychnine in each piece. 


Poisoned wheat can also be used to 
kill mice. 
Bailey gives the following 
formula: ScrMd five quarts of clean 
wheat and drain. Take two-thirds of 
a cupful of white sugar, dissolve with 
sufficient water to make a syrup, add 
powdered strychnine, stir thoroughly 
until a thin paste is formed. 
Pour 
this on the damp wheat. Stir thorough­ 
ly for at least fifteen minutes. 
Add 
one pint of powdered sugar, stir; add 
five to ten drops of rhodium and the 
same quantity of oil of aniseed. Scat­ 
ter where the mice are troublesome. 


Washing the trunks of trees in 
mild weather with lime wash in which 
Is placed paris green, sulphur and 
tobacco dust will usually keep rabbits 
and mice away.

to consist of Banks and Victoria is­ 
lands, north of the vast region, wide 
as the continent, known as the North­ 
west territory, and far north of the 
arctic circle. 


From this reservation, and appar­ 
ently the waters immediately adjacent 
to it, the white hunters are to be ex­ 
cluded ; and those who have begun op­ 
erations on Banks island will be oust­ 
ed. 
Thus the resources needed to sus­ 
tain Eskimo life will be reserved for 
the Eskimo.

Chancellor Ebert, in his speech at 
the opening of the German national 
assembly at Weimar, gave expression 
to the growing resentment of the Ger­ 
mans which has already been noted 
iftnd commented on.

quered nation, he protested bitterly 
‘against the “unheard of and ruthless” 
terms of the armistice, and went so 
far as to warn the allies not to/push 
th e Huns too far.

More than fifty treaties of peace will be signed by the conference 
being held at Versailles—for more than fifty declarations of war were 
made during the course of human events since that memorable day in 
1914 when hostilities were declared. 
The exact number of treaties to 
be promulgated is hard to estimate, says c. writer in Leslie’s, for the crum­ 
bling of Austria-Ilungary and of the German empire into segments and 
fragments may necessitate the drafting of extra treaties, unthought of 
when President Wilson stated his fourteen points in his address before 
congress. 


As the matter stood then Austria-Hungary had declared war five 
times, Brazil once, Bulgaria once, China twice, Cuba once, France four 
times, Germany five times, Great Britain four times, Greece four times, 
Italy four times, Japan once, Liberia once, Montenegro twice, Panama 
twice, Portugal twice, Koumania once, Serbia twice, San Marino once, 
Siam twice, Turkey twice and the United States twice. 


But since these declarations wf*re made the whirligig of time and 
the pranks of fate have changed the. aspect of things materially. Baden, 
Bavaria, Württemberg, Saxony, Hungary—and perchance a dozen other 
entities may demand and receive separate treaties. 
The Czecho-Slovaks 
and the Jugo-Slavs, Armenia, Palestine and the disintegrated parts of 
Russia from Esthonia to the Ukraine, may obtain separate treaties. So 
that when the gigantic labors of the Versailles conference are done more 
than seventy-five distinct international peace agreements may result. 


¡When all the treaties are completed they will be submitted to the 
treaty-making powers of the respective governments. 
In the United 
States the president is empowered to make a treaty, which must be rati­ 
fied by a two-thirds vote of the senate. 


In Great Britain the peace-making power is a crown prerogative, sub­ 
ject to the assent of the prime minister acting on the collective advice oí 
the cabinet. 


In France the president may negotiate and ratify treaties, according 
to Article 8 of the constitutional law of 1ST5, subject to the sanction of 
the chamber of deputies. 


In Italy Act 5 of the fundamental statistics of 1S48 empowers the 
king to make peace, communicating this fact to the chamber but not 
requiring its sanction. 


In Belgium, under Article 68 of the constitution of 18158, the king 


makes peace treaties. 


"Who will accept the peace terms for Germany and for Austria-Hun­ 
gary it is difficult to say. In Germany in worse days, now happily rele­ 
gated into history, the kaiser had boundless powers, under Article 11 of 
the constitution of 1871. But the buiulesrfith was required to give assent 
and the reiehstag had to validate treaties. 


In Aiistria, under Act 6 under the constitution of .1867, the emperor 
was the sole treatj'-making power.

five great powers and nine members 
chosen from the small powers; and 
arbitration of international disputes

plan the legislative branch was left 
unchanged, but the executive branch 
was made to consist chieJly of the 
great powers, and instead of arbitra­ 
tion, there was substituted an execu­ 
tive council of the great powers as a 
tribunal for judging international i* 
sues. 


In a word, the great powers fear 
that if ail nations are given equal 
representation Jn the league, they will

General Pershing belongs to the 
Methodist Episcopal church. 
He was 
born in Linn county, Missouri, Septem* 
ber 13. 1860, and went to West Point 
at 
twenty, 
from 
which 
military 
academy he was graduated in 1886. In 
the Spanish-American war he served 
in the volunteer army as a major. He 
served eight years in the Philippines, 
winning great fame. 
In 1903 he re­ 
turned to the States and was serving 
on the general staff in Washington in 
1905 when he married Miss Frances 
H. Warren of Wyoming. 
After that 
Pershing spent a year or so as mili­ 
tary attache to the American embassy 
in Japan and tw*o months in Man­ 
churia during the Russo-Japanese war. 
In 1906 he was made brigadier gen­ 
eral. Later he returned to the Philip­ 
pines as governor of the Moros, but 
he returned to the States again to take 
command of the Eighth brigade, with 
headquarters in San Francisco. 
He 
went to the border, where he w*as 
chosen to lead the raid to capture 
Villa in March, 1916. 
In 1915, while 
he was on the border Pershing’s wife 
and three children burned to death. 
He has a son left. Pershing was made 
a general in October, 1917, after hav­ 
ing been sent to France as United 
States commander in chief, 
lie wa3 
then a major general.

A conservative polh’y with respect to increasing the number of 
swine until the jvlaiive shortage and high price of feed are overcume 
ih the recommendation of the United »Stales department of agriculture, 
rec4Miily i/iade in a statement on Ann»riran agricultural production in 
1010. 
hi summarizing the hog situation the department reports thai 
the number of swine fell from 05.0*20,ujmj, me high point ia 1911, to 58,- 
033.0U0, the low point in 1U14; and under the stimulus of war demand 
and a record * orn crop in 1017 the number incn*ased to 70,978!000 on 
January 2, X018. Reports indicate that the number on farms on Janu­ 
ary 1, JOlO, Wa.^ 75,587.000. or an increase of G.5 per cent. 
The number of swine per capita of population in 1011 was 0.079 of 
one animal. On the same basis there should be 72,474,000 on farm^ in 
1910. 
Exports of pork products fell from 1,078.000,000 pounds in the 
fiscal yi-ar 1809 to 707,000,000 in 1910, and rose 1,092.000,000 in 1918, 
Although deilnite data are lacking, reports Indicate a considerable re­ 
duction in the number of swine in Kurope. 
A representative of the 
food administration rei)orts a reduction of 25 per cent Jn the United 
Kingdom, 12Mj ptn* cent in Italy and 49 per cent in France. However, 
in estimating probable demand in Kurope for American pork products 
certain faciors must be borne in mind; namely, (1) large stocks uow 
on^hand in the United States, and (2) tiie rapidity with which the num­ 
ber of swine can be Increased in JCurope. Another factor of importance 
lb th^ relatively large proportion of lard ia the exports of this country 
amounting to about 50 per * ent of all ])ork products exported lu the 
iive-year period from 1910 to 1914, and about 200 per cent more than 
the tolal qunntit^ of beef exported.

The search for Harry Carey and Claire 


Lawver, the two BiKlerville boys who left 
their hornets last Sunday ended Friday 
night, when the boys were picked up at 
the York station of the P. Kit. by W. W.

For 
it is the holy joy of those who Know 
that the sacnfices vveie not in vain 
that distinguished this d.ij of (lavs 
this year, coupled with the realization 
that both those who -went and those 
who remained joined freely in the 
oblatiou on the altar of the country 
with an unfaltering belief in the hne 
nobility of the obligation and the deep 
significance of what it meant for the 
common good. 


While the ceremonies on this side 


follow the usual lines, heightened by 
the opportunity to pay fresh homage 
where homage is due, the tribute that 
is paid "o\er there," beginning with 
the ceremony at Suresnes, near which 
has 
been developed the American 


(emetery nearest to Paris at which 
President Wilson officiated last year, 
in the \eiy presence of the dead them- 
selves, takes on an especially mining 
character. 
For in nothing did the 


American expeditionary force and all 
!ts helpful accessory agencies, such as 
the Red Cro^s, so distinguish them 
selves as in their concern that the last 
resting place of those who fell abroad 
should be neither unknown, unmarked 
nor tmhonoied. 
As a result of this 


determined and consecrated effort of 
all services, the new graves of the 
hero dead, be they located where they 
fell, or remo\ed to the permanent 
centers of burial that have been se 
lected at appropriate places as the 
official American cemeteries, will re- 
cehe every attention that is their just 
due from their brothers in arms "over 
there" and a grateful country.

marked with the cross, or the star, 
save in name and title, no distinction 
of rank being allowed in the identify- 
ing symbol, will be decorated, one and 
all. 
And while muck that has been

; ordnance. He told me I was just the 
man he wanted. There was a big bluff

It has been supposed since, that Sum­ 
ter was fired on to precipitate the war. 
That’s all bosh. They wanted to get 
as many states as possible out of the 
Union, thinking thut when nearly all 
(were out the rest would be allowed to 
fgo peaceably, 


“So fearful was General Beauregard 
* that a shot would be flred from Fort 
Moultrie that he would only permit 
one gun to be shotted, and arranged 
that that one couldn’t be fired except 
; by electricity, from a house in which 
1 he ate and slept. 
If a bombardment 
was to take place, he wanted to lire 
i che first shot himself. So he told me 
that he held me responsible for the 
electric instrument connected with the 
gun, The house was one of those big 
old mansions for which Charleston is 
famous, and there was plenty of room. 
I had three rooms for my family, be­ 
sides the gunroom, as it was called. 
An order was issued 
that no one 
should go into that room except my­ 
self. 


“The general explained to me that 
If the gun was fired without an or- 
t der from the president of the Confed 
eracy, he would Jike to be flred out of 
Jt himself. It would likely bring on a 
war, anq since the .North had ail the 
food-growing country and manufuc 
tures the result would in the end be 
‘ disastrous to the South. At the same 
time, he didn’t know himself all that 
was going on, nnd If he received an 
> order by telegram to fire, he wished 
be In a position to obey It instant* 


ly. 
Some contingency might arise by 
which it would be a diplomatic advan­ 
tage to fire the first gun before Major 
Anderson fired; though the probabil­ 
ities were overwhelmingly on the other 
side. The Confederate government at 
the time preferred that the European 
powers should place the blame on the 
United States for beginning a war. 


“I kept the key of that gunroom in 
my own pocket, and no human being 
could get into it except myself. There 
was no hole by which even a cat or a 
dog could got In. 
The only opening 
was a window snsh down a few inches 
from the top, which I lowered to ad­ 
mit air. 


“Well, sir, despite all these precau­ 
tions, one day while I was reading a 
newspaper In my living quarters, all 
of a sudden I heard a report. 
The 
general had just come in, and he and 
I met in the hall. lie was as white as 
a sheet, and I reckon I was pretty pale 
myself. 


“We botji ran outside and saw a 
cloud of smoke over Moultrie. 
The 
gun had been fired. 


“I wondered how it could have hap­ 
pened, but the general didn’t seem to 
care how it was, since it had hap­ 
pened. 
lie went out as fast as he 
could go to the telegraph office to in­ 
form the government at Richmond 
that the gun had been fired without 
his order, It was supposed acciden­ 
tally. 


“Well, you know the result. 
The 
firing of that gun fired the North as 
well, 
The people of the free states 
went wild, and from that moment the 
fate of the Confederacy was settled. 
Our ports were blockaded so that one 
could get In little or nothing from 
abroad, while the Northern people 
could make or grow what they needed, 
and what they couldn’t produce them­ 
selves they could buy wherever it was 
to be had cheapest. 
But, Lord, how 
we did fight! 


“As for the Confederate govern­ 
ment, it wouldn’t do for them to give

Memorial day Is the day of the dead, 
the veterans of three w ars;

though newly consecrated by the fresh 
and poignant sacrifices of those who 
passed away in the great war of liber­ 
ation “over there,” there cannot be 
now, any more than in the past, any 
associations but those of true joy and 
honorable pride, far removed from the 
despair of causes lost, or from griefs 
over those whose death is without 
meaning and end without result. For 
it is the holy joy of those who know 
that the sacrifices were not in vain 
that distinguished this day of days 
this year, coupled with the realization 
that both those who went and those 
who remained joined freely in the 
oblation on the altar of the country 
with an unfaltering belief in the fine 
nobility of the obligation and the deep 
significance of what it meant for the 
common good. 


While the ceremonies on this side 
follow the usual lines, heightened by 
the opportunity to pay fresh homage 
where homage is due, the tribute that 
is paid “over there,” beginning with 
the ceremony at Suresnes, near which 
has been 
developed 
the • American 
cemetery nearest to Paris, at which 
President Wilson officiated last year, 
In the very presence of the dead them­ 
selves, takes on an especially moving 
character. 
For in nothing did the 
American expeditionary force and all 
its helpful accessory agencies, such as 
[he Bed Cross, so distinguish them­ 
selves as in their concern that the last 
resting place of those who fell abroad 
should be neither unknown, unmarked 
nor unhonored. 
As a result of this 
determined and consecrated effort of 
all services, the new graves of the 
hero dead, be they located where they 
fell, or removed to the permanent 
centers of burial that have been se­ 
lected at appropriate places as the 
official American cemeteries, will re­ 
ceive every attention that is their just 
due from their brothers in arms “over 
there” and a grateful country. 
The 
graves, 
all 
separately 
and 
singly 
marked with the cross, or the star, 
save in name and title, no distinction 
of rank being allowed in the identify­ 
ing symbol, will be decorated, one and 
all. 
And while much that has been 
devised as to the handling of these 
special cemeteries has followed 
the 
plan of the British, who have been at 
work at the problem much longer, yet 
a peculiarly American touch is given 
in that this annual commemoration of 
Memorial day, so familiar to us all, 
is new to our allies, and to the French, 
though they have gladly co-operated 
with the American forces Jn order to 
make the day a truly notable one and 
one of general and significant com­ 
memoration,

we have followed the British in the
